And 
for the country cook, there's 
Gresczyk’s Farm in New Hartford, 
with a variety of fresh fruits and 
vegetables for that special feast.

Route 317 


A favorite stop 
for photographers, 
antiquers and 
pumpkin pickers 
alike, this short 

(.4 miles), but 
scenic country road 
runs through the 
town of Roxbury. 
Rolling hills and 
fields provide the perfect backdrop for 
barns and homes — many over a century 
old. And the beautiful, winding country 
road is dotted with antique and gift 
shops, so you can find that perfect 
something to remind you of your trip.

Route 6 in Torringtont-——__— >} 


Travel from bridge to bridge on this magnificent 
4.3-mile stretch. Begin at the Cornwall Bridge 
crossing of the Housatonic River, and travel north 
through the backwoods of Litchfield County. The 
road winds along the wooded riverbank through 
the Housatonic Meadows State Park. Your journey 
ends at Route 128 in West Cornwall, where you'll 
find a second covered bridge, and maybe even a 
few trout fisherman looking to bring home a 
trophy catch.

in Connecticut, there's a beautiful 
stretch of scenic road that can 

take you there. And each has its 
own unique personality. From the 
fresh, salty breezes of southern 
Connecticut's Route 146, to the pine- 
scented woodlands of Route 7 in the 
north.

Route 169 


This 32-mile drive, from Lisbon through 
Woodstock, gives you a glimpse of what life 
was like for Yankee farmers. Gentle, rolling 
fields covered with corn stalks and apple 
orchards stretch as far as the eye can see. 
And beautiful old barns with towering 
grain silos still remain. Stop by Woodstock’s 
Roseland Cottage — a national historic 
landmark. Or enjoy a sweet cup of cider 
from a roadside stand. Experience Route 169 
and you'll understand why it was voted one 
of the top 10 scenic roads in the country by 
Scenic America. 


Start at the shore and then 
head for the hills on this 
11.5-mile scenic country 
road, running from Guilford 
Center north to the town of 
Durham. See turn-of-the- 
century farmhouses, crooked 
old barns and picturesque 
meadows. There's even a 
pond along the West River 
where you can fish, canoe or 
simply take in the scenery. 
Bring the camera, and lots 
of film. You're sure to find 
plenty of picture-postcard 
opportunities. 


Other Scenic Byways In Connecticut 


Route 4, Sharon — 3.1 miles. From Route 7 west to 
Dunbar Road. Scenic stops include the Sharon 
Audubon Center and the Cornwall Bridge. 


Route 234 


Also known as the Pequot Trail, this 
3.2-mile stretch through Stonington 
is truly a driver's delight. Experience 
breathtaking views of the valley 
below as you head up a steep ridge 
traveling east. Then twist and turn 
your way through the wooded back 
country. Rows of majestic maple trees 
provide a shady hollow for historic 
colonial homes and country churches. 


Route 67, Roxbury — .87 miles. From Ranney Hill Road 
south past its intersection with Route 317. See the Hodge 
Library — built from granite mined right in Roxbury 
(the same granite used in Grand Central Station). 


Route 160, Glastonbury — 1.06 miles. From the Roaring 
Brook Bridge on Tyron Street southwest to the 
Connecticut River ferry landing - the nation’s oldest 
continuously operating ferry. 


Route 179, Canton — .3 miles. From the Burlington / 
Canton town line northeast to Route 565. Experience 
the beauty of the Farmington Gorge leading up to 
the famous Collinsville Axe Factory. 


Route 146 


Take this 12.2-mile tour through 

the shoreline towns of Branford and 
Guilford. Enjoy the cool, sea breezes 

as you pass salt ponds and scenic 
marshland. See dreamy summer cottages, 
magnificent beach front homes, and the 
popular Thimble Islands just offshore. 

Or taste the catch of the day at one of our 
many local restaurants. For all the “salty 
dogs” out there, this is one Connecticut 
road you won't want to miss. 


Route 565, Canton — .70 miles. From Route 179 northeast 
to Allen Place. Browse the shops at the historical 
Canton Village along the Farmington River. 


Enjoy all the scenic surprises Connecticut has to offer.
